‘Beet rITION from new con- 
struction and gradual decontrol of

Back Band Emerges 


While the first types of siding remain 
in use today others are constantly ap 
pearing. With the inception of over 
lapping or shake siding we were con 
fronted with the problem of how we 
could serve our old customers. Some oi 
the manufacturers had contacted us on 
making individual corner pieces and 
individual channel mouldings for win- 
dows, but the manufacture of these was 
outside of our immediate scope. Later 
we came out with a metallic back band, 
a continuous metal trim for windows 
installed before application of shake 
siding.

of Business Reply Cards, completes 
the set-up. 


Info Card 


\s a prospect looks over the display, 
this salesman is alert to ascertain the 
extent of the interest shown. If it 
seems too casual, he supplies them with 
a card, on which they can request him 
to call, together with several pieces of 
literature. If, however, the interest 
seems real, he runs over the merits of 
his products, and fills out the card for 
them right then and there, arranging 
an appointment for him to call at their 
home, “to inspect the present state of 
their siding, and measure the house— 
no obligation of course.” This free in- 
spection and estimate pulls in many 
appointments, and experience indicates 
that about one in three appointments 
results in a sale. 


“Do’s and Don’ts” 


Over the years, some “Do's and 
Don'ts” have come to light which may 
be of interest to other roofing salesmen, 
For instance, don’t offer reduced prices 
to a prospect in order to get a job in 
a neighborhood, While the job is valu- 
able in selling others in that area, 
remember that people in a neighbor- 
hood frequently know each other well 
enough to compare prices. Do—be 
where the neighborhood crowds congre- 
gate—at a time when they are In a 
genial relaxed mood. Don’t—use high 
pressure. It kills more sales than it 
ever makes. Do—know your product. 
Men are interested in insulation fac- 
tors, not resistance, etc. Women are 
interested in “style” and appearance 
factors. Don’t waste too much time on 
follow-up calls. If the prospect puts 
you off “until next Spring” put the 
matter down as a “lost sale.” worth a 
phone call, but not a personal visit, 
next Spring. However, on that last 
point, bear in mind that the prospect 
may again become a “live” one, at the 
time of your phone call, and there yom 
be worth a personal visit, AFTER the 
checking call
